repented "Trovatore" of Verdi. J Intel beeu 
wondering yot once ngnia id tlie peculiar 
circianistanceK ntlendiiif; that crime of ii:- 
fflnticido 
of which tho g^'jisy 
ivoir.ni), 


Aziiceua, has hten guilty. Having resolved 
upon burning the baby of her deadliest foe, 
it was certainly, to say tho least of it, o 
stupid mistake to male Unit rousting of her 
own child instead. I had <irriv«l nt the tiilo 
decision that really she had not deserved to 
bo a mother, in regard to her proved ir- 
capncily for taking care of her offspring. 
Tho invisible tenor—I rather think it was 
Tamberlik, for I am referring, or about to 
refer, to something that happened some 
years since—had delivered his famous sorjj; 
from his prison in Ihe tower, aud forthwith, 
being ni'Jch applauded, had appeared upon 
the btage, by i^ecial permission, as it were, 
or upon Homo .sudden relenting of his fierce 
jailer, the count Di Luni, to bow finiiefully, 
to receive further congratulations, and then' 
to return to captivity, in order that tho 
story might proceed in the usual way. All 
thia wo had gone through very comfortably 
indeed. 
We had really enjoyed our Verdi, 


even to his trombones; tho soprano had 
sung her host, her soaring notes .seeming to 
ring musically against the very ceiling of the 
house. like good coin upon a counter; tho 
basso had produced rich tones from strange 
depths, as n bounteous host might bring 
forth luscious and potent wines from sub- 
terranean regions; the tenor had shot among 
us, now and then, a shrill C tibovo tho line, 
that had lodged iu our cars, rending them' 
as though it had been a barbed arrow. 
Al- 


together the representation had beeu most 
unexceptionable and admirable, when sud- 
denly there occurred an excitement in Iho 
theater which could not be ascribed to Verdi 
or bis interpreters. 
Something ofagapp 


was audible—something of n cry; the sound 
of something falling, of people rising from 
their seats, and questioning aud conversing 
in hurried sentences, without regard to the 
transactions of the stage. 


An opera-glass had fallen from one of tho 


upper private boxes on to tho head of a 
gentleman sitting iu the stalls. 


Now I had seeu the glass fall; had seen n 


round, white, bracoleted arm and a gloved 
hand stretched out to arrest, as it seemed to 
me, its descent. 
13ut, of course, it was oil 


done in a moment: so rapidly, indeed, that 
thero was scarcely time for tho thing to im- 
press itself upon my mind, and, tho instant 
after it happened, 1 began to doubt whether 
I had really seen what I had seeu. It was 
so much more as though I had imagined the 
thing than actually witnessed it. 


However, that tho accident had occurred 


thero could bo no question. Tho gentleman 
upon whoso cranium the glass had descend- 
ed had been carried into Iho lobbj'. Ho was 
said to ho stunned, if not killed, by tho 
blow. A helicf prevailed that tho skull had 
been 
fractured. In any case, an ugly 


•wound had been inflicted upon his head 
which, by the way, was ba!d, except for a 
crescent-shaped fringe at tho baclr, and u 
few scanty locks arranged over tho crown 
The blood had flowed freely, dabbling and 
disfiguring his white cravat and embroid- 
ered Blurt-front. 
It was really, altogether a 


very shocking thing. 
Thero was no attend- 


ing to tho opera after it. The tragic mat- 
ters happening upon the stage wero quite 
quenched by this serious accident in tho 
stalls. 
Who could now care about tho 


Count Di Luna's beheading his long-lost 
brother, or Azuceiia's bitter scream of 
'Sci vendicata, 0 madre?" The fate of our 
bidd comrade was of much more concern to 
us. I hastened to niako inquiries as to how 
he fared. 


He was not dead. So much was presently 


clear. In fact, ho was gradually recoverim; 
consciousness. Some ono was loosening his 
collar aud tie; some one else was dabbing 
his wound with n wet cloth. Ho had just 
risen from his seat, I Irarncd, when tho 
opera-glass struck him, aud ho had falleu 
back as though ho had been shot. But I dis- 
trusted this account afterward, when I as- 
certained that he had boon seen to stoop and 
pick up the opcra-glass, which, indeed he 
still held tightly in his hand. 
Ho was 


breathing heavily, rocking n little to and fro 
and moaning at intervals. He waa a middle- 
aged man, pursy of figure, with luxuriant 
whiskers that might owo something of their 
rich brown hue to art, linked together, as it 
were, by a branch lino of mustache runain" 
across his upper lip, and with a shaven chin 
puch as, iu deference to Iho peculiar aud 
uupicturesquo fancy of the commander in 
chief, has been for soma time tlio vogue with 
tho British army. 
Still I was of opinion 


though I hardly know on what grounds ex- 
actly, that tho unfortunate mau was not a 
member of tho military service of my coun- 
try. 
Then ho started, lifted his head, and 


turned an oyo toward mo. Immediately, but 
to my great surprise, I recognised him. 


It was Stericker. I havo said, advisedly 


that ho turned an eye toward mo. His 
other oyo was fast dosed, seemed, indeed 
to havo sunk hack iulo his head.

Then ho moved a tremulous hand in my

tried to speak; but it was some time before 
he could utter any intelligible sound.

occupied, there was picked up—n glass eye! 
H was a new fact to me, though of course it 
wan not a convenient 
opportunity 
for 


ptuidcring upon it, that Stericker \rnra or 
posscreod aglaiocye. 
I had never per- 


ceived any deficiency in his organ of sight, 
or oven suspected it. 
The gloss-cyo had 


alwayn seemed to mo a genuine article—by 
which 1 mean one that ho could really see 
with. , 


Ho was gratified at the recovery of his 


glass eyo. Ho was well enough now to dust 
it with his handkerchief, and—but this ho 
did not accomplish without considerable 
difficulty—to replace it in the socket it usu- 
ally filled. 
Certainly the aspect of that por- 


tion of bin visage was benefited by tho moro 
tenanted and furnished character it now 
again assumed. 
Ho then took from his 


pocket a rainialnro mirror, not much larger 
than a crown piece, and gazed at tho arti- 
ficial organ. Ho desired to soo that it was
